A RESOLUTION to honor disc jockey legend Bill Cody on the occasion of his Induction
into the Country Music Hall of Fame.

WHEREAS, a native of Robertson County, Bill Cody resides near Cross Plains and his
nationally and internationally-known voice has graced the airwaves for forty years; and

music radio station WSM, Mr. Cody serves as an avid supporter of the rural, country lifestyle
and promotes Robertson County to all of his show’s listeners; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Cody also serves with acumen and alacrity as the host of the television
show Master Series, which airs on the Great American Country channel, and as the co-host of
Tennessee’s Wild Side, which airs on the Public Broadcasting Service channel; and

WHEREAS, in his spare time, Bill Cody has participated in voice over work, including
“Bill Cody’s Classic Country Weekend,” and promotions for Cracker Barrel, the Country Music
Hall of Fame, and “The Roadhouse,” which airs on Sirius/XM Satellite Radio; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Cody serves as the voice on United Airlines’s in-flight Country
programming, which is also heard aboard Air Force One; and

WHEREAS, among his numerous accomplishments, Bill Cody is deeply devoted fo his
family and he always endeavors to remain true to family values of the highest order; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Cody is perhaps most thankful for the love and support he shares with
his wife of thirty years, who was his high school sweetheart, and their three children; and

WHEREAS, Bill Cody is a versatile and successful performer in the country music
industry; his immeasurable talent and innovative approach have enabled him to leave an
indelible mark on this art form and have secured his rightful place as an icon in its remarkable
archives; and

WHEREAS, it is most fitting that this General Assembly recognize the illustrious
achievements and extraordinary talents of one of country music radio’s greatest legends, Bill
Cody, as his Induction into the Country Music Hall of Fame marks yet another outstanding
pinnacle of a long, coveted career; now, therefore,
